It  was  only  in  Eainham  where  the  disease  became  at  all  epidemic. 
The  steps  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease  were  (in  the 
absence  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  district)  confined  to  giving 
personal  instructions  as  to  isolation,  supplying  disinfectants,  and 
disinfecting  the  premises.  In  the  case  of  children  attending  School, 
notice  was  given  to  the  School  Authorities  not  to  admit  children  from 
the  infected  houses.

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Most  of  these  cases  were  associated  with  drainage  nuisances; 
in  the  case  of  Great  Warley,  it  was  supposed  that  school  attendance 
had  something  to  do  with  the  number  of  cases  in  that  locality,  and 
the  school  was  temporarily  closed.  Close  to  the  school  was  a  very 
foul  sanitary  defect,  caused  by  the  overflow  of  privy  cesspits  into 
a  roadside  ditch;  these  cesspits  were  filled  in,  pail  closets  provided, 
and  arrangements  made  by  the  Council  for  the  weekly  emptying  of 
the  pails.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  in  the  parish  of  Dagenham 
(comprising  Beacontree  Heath)  a  very  large  number  of  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  occurred  The  want  of  an  infectious  hospital  was 
seriously  felt  in  the  treatment  of  these  cases  and  in  the  steps  taken  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Becently,  until  the  completion  of 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  now,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  in  course  of  being 
provided,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  admitting  cases  into  the 
Barking  Hospital,  and  several  have  been  taken  there.  Nearly  all  these 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  associated  with  bad  sanitary  conditions 
(overflowing  cesspools,  sewage  discharged  into  ditches  adjacent  to 
oottages,  &o.  &c.),  and  reports  were  made  by  me  to  the  Council. 


//. — An  account  of  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District 

generally ,  at  the  end  of  i8gy. 

In  complying  with  this  section  of  the  Local  Government  Board’s 
instructions  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  I  proceed  to  give,  as  in 
previous  years,  a  short  account  of  the  sanitary  state  of  the  district 
under  the  same  heads  of  localities  as  are  given  in  the  statistical  tables 
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Dagenham,  Beacontree  Heath,  and  Chadwell  Heath. — 
Villages  and  scattered  groups  of  houses,  all  situated  in  the  parish  of 
Dagenham,  and  occupying  a  very  wide  area,  standing  on  gravel  and 
on  London  clay,  some  (part  of  Dagenham  village  and  immediate 
neighbourhood)  on  alluvium.  Estimated  population,  4,850. 
Agricultural.  Water  supply  mainly  from  South  Essex  Company. 
The  village  of  Dagenham  is  in  a  had  Sanitary  condition,  owing  to  the 
ground  being  saturated  by  years’  overflowing  cesspools  and  slop-water. 
Most  of  the  cottages  supplied  with  pail  closets,  emptied  once  a  week 
by  the  Sanitary  Authority.  A  system  of  scavenging  is  now  in  force, 
the  owners  of  cottages  having  been  called  upon  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority  to  provide  dust-bins,  which  are  periodically  emptied  by  the 
Authority.  There  still  exists,  though,  a  condition  of  soil  sodden  by 
sewage  overflow  from  cesspools,  and  which  nothing  but  some  system 
of  drainage  will  relieve,  and  until  this  is  done,  the  Village  must 
continue  to  be  in  a  bad  Sanitary  condition.  The  system  recom¬ 
mended  by  me,  and  at  one  time  all  but  sanctioned  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  was,  I  believe,  frustrated  by  the  short-sighted  opposition  of 
the  Parish  Council  in  1896.  Birth-rate  3P5.  Death-rate  18*7. 
Death-rate  from  zymotic  disease,  L4  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Collier  Bow  stands  on  the  London  clay.  Estimated  population 
850.  Scattered  houses  and  groups  of  houses.  Privies.  Water-supply 
partly  from  wells  and  partly  from  South  Essex  Company ;  some 
portion  badly  supplied,  owing  to  the  distance  of  the  dwellings  from 
the  mains.  Local  nuisances  from  sewage  overflowing  from  cess¬ 
pits,  &c.,  into  ditches,  requiring  frequent  interference  from  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  Birth-rate  2 7 ’05.  Death-rate  21 '1.  Death-rate 
from  zymotic  disease,  IT. 

N.B. — It  is  impossible  to  gauge  the  sanitary  condition  of  sparsely- 
populated  localities  such  as  this  by  the  death-rate,  the  occurrence  of 
a  few  casual  deaths  apparently  and  erroneously  giving  a  large  rate 
of  mortality  for  the  small  population. 

Havering  stands  high  on  pebble  sand,  bounded  by  London  and 
boulder  clay.  Population  490.  Agricultural ;  privies.  Water- 
supply  from  wells  and  from  South  Essex  Company.  Some  of  the 
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out-lying  parts  of  the  parish  badly  supplied,  the  source  in  these 
localities  being  mainly  from  ponds,  which,  in  some  instances,  are 
decidedly  unfit  for  use.  Birth-rate  10*2.  Death-rate,  nil.  Death- 
rate  from  zymotic  disease,  nil. 

Noak  Hill,  Romford  Common,  and  Squirrels  Heath. — 
Estimated  population  1,260.  Noak  Hill  stands  high  on  London  and 
boulder  clay.  A  small  scattered  hamlet.  Agricultural.  Privies. 
Water  supply  from  wells.  Romford  Common  and  Squirrels  Heath 
stand  less  high,  partly  on  London  clay  and  partly  on  gravel  Agri¬ 
cultural,  and  railway  employees  at  Great  Eastern  Railway  Provender 
and  Tarpaulin  Factory.  Privies  and  cesspools.  Water  supply,  mostly 
good,  from  South  Essex  Company.  Romford  Common  is  badly 
supplied,  the  water-hearing  strata  (as  in  the  adjoining  district  of 
Havering),  being  said  to  he  difficult  to  tap.  Birth-rate  32-5. 
Death-rate  12 '6.  Death-rate  from  zymotic  disease,  nil. 

Hornchurch. — Large  village  and  scattered  groups  of  houses 
extending  over  a  large  parochial  area.  Part  of  the  parish  adjoining 
the  town  of  Romford,  and  really  constituting  a  portion  of  that  town. 
Stands  mostly  on  gravel  and  partly  on  London  clay,  some  small 
portion  of  the  parish  running  down  to  the  Thames,  and  alluvial. 
Population  4,200,  principally  agricultural,  foundry  works,  and  a 
brewery  in  the  village.  A  large  bicycle  manufactory,  employing 
about  100  men  and  hoys,  near  the  village.  No  system  of  scavenging. 
A  good  part  of  the  village  supplied  with  pail  closets,  other  houses 
drain  into  cesspools,  many  of  which  overflow  into  dilches,  and,  with 
the  brewery,  pollute  the  neighbouring  stream  to  a  considerable  extent. 
That  portion  of  the  parish  of  Hornchurch  running  into  the  town  of 
Romford,  which  was  in  an  extremely  unsatisfactory  condition  as 
regards  its  sewage  removal,  cesspools  overflowing,  and  ditches  full  of 
stagnant  filth  frequently  causing  interference  from  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  has  been  vastly  improved  by  the  system  of  sewerage 
recently  completed.  Birth-rate  30‘8,  Death-rate  13’08.  Death- 
rate  from  zymotic  disease  0*4. 

Upminster,  Cranham,  and  Oorbets  Tey. — Adjacent  villages, 
standing  on  high  ground,  mostly  brick  earth,  some  gravel.  Population 
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1,970.  Agricultural.  Privies  and  cesspools.  Some  few  of  the 
latter  polluting  roadside  ditches.  Water  supply  mostly  from  South 
Essex  Company.  Some  wells.  Birth-rate  23*4.  Death-rate  10.7. 
Death-rate  from  zymotic  disease,  nil.  A  system  of  sewerage  for  the 
locality  in  course  of  adoption. 

Great  War  ley  stands  high  on  London  clay.  The  most  thickly- 
populated  part  of  the  parish  joins  the  town  of  Brentwood,  in  the 
Billericay  Union,  the  larger  area  of  the  parish  having  scattered 
houses  and  groups  of  houses.  Population  1,850.  Agricultural. 
Privies  and  cesspools.  Nuisances.  Water  supply  partly  from  South 
Essex  Company  and  partly  from  wells.  The  more  sparsely-populated 
part  of  the  parish  is  badly  supplied,  ponds  being  the  sole  source  of 
supply  in  some  portions  of  the  district.  Birth-rate  35 ’6.  Death- 
rate  12*9.  Death-rate  from  zymotic  disease  L6.  A  system  of 
sewerage  for  this  district,  on  the  septic  principle,  has  been  recently 
completed.  So  far,  it  answers  admirably,  the  effluent  being  very  good 
and  there  being  no  local  nuisance. 

Bainham  and  Wennington  lie  low  on  gravel  and  alluvium  at 
the  edge  of  the  Thames.  Marshy.  Tillage  of  2,140  inhabitants. 
Agricultural  and  river  traffic.  Tidal  stream  runs  through  Bainham 
to  the  Thames,  about  one  mile  distant.  No  system  of  sewage  removal 
or  scavenging.  Privies  and  cesspools.  Foul  state  of  atmosphere 
frequent  from  factories  on  river  bank  (manure,  candles,  glue,  &c.), 
some  on  the  Essex,  most  on  the  Kent  side  of  the  river.  Water 
supply  mostly  from  wells,  some  of  which  are  polluted.  Birth-rate 
34T.  Death-rate  14*9.  Death-rate  from  zymotic  disease  0.4.

IV. — • Tabular  Statement  of  Sickness  and  Mortality  within  the 
District ,  according  to  Diseases ,  Ages,  and  Locality. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  of  the  different  localities  forming  the 
Bomford  Bural  District  are  shown  in  the  following  table,  the  rates  for 
the  past  five  years  being  shown  side  by  side,  by  way  of  comparison. 
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It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  is  only  in  those  localities  where  there 
exists  a  considerable  population,  that  a  comparison  of  death-rate  will 
convey  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  relative  healthiness  of  such 
localities  for  the  year,  as  the  occurrence  of  a  few  deaths  of  a  casual 
nature  would,  in  a  sparsely-populated  locality,  materially  augument 
the  per  centage  of  mortalit} ,  and  thus  give  an  erroneous  idea  of  the 
healthiness  of  that  particular  locality. 
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Tables  of  mortality  and  of  sickness  are  enclosed,  and  will  be 
found  at  the  end  of  this  Report.  They  are  compiled  according  to 
the  forms  provided  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  Diseases  of  a 
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zymotic  character  proved  fatal  in  15  instances ;  the  death-rate  from 
this  class  of  disease  for  the  entire  district  having  been  085  per  1,000. 
The  following  table  shows  the  nature  and  distribution  of  fatal 
zymotic  disease  in  the  different  localities  of  the  district : — 


I  have,  as  in  previous  reports,  much  pleasure  in  testifying  to 
the  satisfactory  way  in  which,  as  far  as  I  know,  the  duties  of 
inspection,  &c.,  are  carried  out  hy  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Messrs.
